(a)    A  Price  Review  Committee  is  herehy  estahlishei 

the  coordination  of  the  activities  of  the  War  I'ood  Adminis- 
tration relating  to  price  support  programs  and  the  approval 
of  maximuDQ  price  regulations.    The  Committee  will  consist  of:

(h)    In  the  event  there  are  conflicting  recommenda.tions  with 

respect  to  any  maximum  price  regulation,  price  support  pro- 
gram, or  price  stahilization  operation,  the  Director  of 
Price  will  consult  v.dth  the  Price  Review  Committee  prior 
to  submission  of  the  proposed  program-  or  regulation  to 
the  Administrator,    The  Director  of  Price  will  also  con- 
sult with  the  Price  Review  Committee  from  time  to  time 
as  occasion  requires  with  respect  to  the  need  for,  or  the 
progress  of,  particular  price  support  programs  and  price 
regulations.    The  Committee  will  meet  on  the  call  of  the 
Chairman  and  will  perform  such  functions  in  addition  to 
those  set  forth  in  this  memorandum  as  the  Administrator 
or  the  Director  of  Price  may  specify.  ,  ,  _  . 

2.    Routing  of  documents 

(a)    After  clearance  with  other  interested  agencies  and  offices 
of  the  War  Food  Administration,  all  dockets,  press  re- 
leases, jacketed  correspondence,  and  memoranda , to  the  Ad- 
ipinistrator  relating  to  maximum  price  regulations,  price 
support  programs,  and  price  stahilization  operations  will 
he  routed  to  the  Office  of  Price  for  concurrence  or  recom- 
mendation and  suhmission  to  the  Administrator, 
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("b)    All  dockets  and  formal  correspondence  received  "by  the  War 
rood  Administration  from  the  Office  of  Price  Administration 
or  the  Office  of  Economic  Stabilization  v.dll  be  routed  to 
the  Office  of  Price.  'The  6ffice-of  Price  will  indicate  the 
agency  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  replies  and  route 
dockets  to  interested  agencies  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(c)    All  documents  routed  to  the  Office  of  Price  and  inciuiries  . 
in  connection    therewith  should  be  directed. -to  Mrs.  Evelyn 
H,  Dixon,  Eoom  226'V,  extension  312X. 

3.  Price  -;SU-pport  program  dockets  -  ' 

D.ockets  relating  to  price  -  support-  programs  or  price  stabilization 
operations  for  any  commodity  will  be  prepared  by  .the  agency  to 
which  responsibility,  for  <;arrying  out  the  pr'ogram  has  been  assigned 
in  Administrator' s  Memorandum  No,  27,'  Supplement"  4,  Amendiient  2, 
Each  docket  will  inclu6.e  a  memorandum  of  transmittal  aji'd  recom- 
mendation to  the  Administrator  from  the  head  of  the  agency  initiat- 
ing the  docket,  which  shall  provide  for  concurring  signature  or 
recommendation  by  the  Director  of  Production,  ■  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  the  President,  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  any 
other  interested  agency  of  the  Administration,  the  Director  of 
Finance,  the  Solicitor,  and  the  Director  of  Price, 

4.  Con sultati oris  with  -other  .agencies 

(a)  Except  as  the  Adminlsfri-ator  or  the  'Director  of  Price  may 
othen-zise  specify,  iall  consultations  and  •p'articipation  on 
behalf  of  the  'fer- Peod  Adjninistfsttion  vrith  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration  in  the  development  of  any  proposed.  . 
maximum  price  regulation;  will-'-b^-  pe'Tift) to  'the  agency 
to  vrhich  responsibility  fo-r'  the  commodity  coveted  by  .the. 
regulation  has  been  assigned  by  Administrator's  Memorandum 
No,.,  27,  Supplement  4,  Amendment  2,    The  agency  will  ad-  . 
vise  the  Office  of  Price  of  any  request  by  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration  for  the  initiation  of  any  such  work 
and  furnish  the  Office  of  Price  a  written  j-epoirt  of  the 
developments  of  each  conference  and  copies  of .  aj-l .  informal 
correspondence  between  the-agericyand  the  Office,  pf  Price

(b)  All .consultations  with  the  Office  of  Economic  Stabilization

5.  ApTProval  of  maximum  price  regulations. 

Copies  of  proposed  maximum  price  regulations  received  from  the 
Of-fice  of  Price  Administration  will  be  submitted  by  the  Office 
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of  Price  to  the  Solicitor  and  each  agency  having  responsihility 
for  programs  which  would  "be  affected  "by  the  regulation.    Each  such 
agency  will  suhmit  to  the  Office  of  Price  a  memorandum  of  recom- 
mendation to  the  Administrator  with  respect  to  the  proposed  regu- 
lation.   The  Solicitor,  after  consultation  with  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics,  will  include  in  his  recom.nendation  in- 
formation as  to  the  relation  of  the  proposed  maximum  prices  to 
statutory  req.uirements.
